I in- 
quired of my father and he said, 
“Yes, Son, your mother and I gave 
you to God when you were born, 
and prayed that He would make 
you a preacher of the Gospel. And 
your mother rejoiced so greatly 
that now she had a boy to préach 
the Gospel’! And all these blessed 
years since I was nine, I have 
made my mother’s Saviour my 
Saviour. She taught me the first 
. Gospel lessons. On her deathbed 
she made us promise to meet her 
in Heaven. A _ blessed, noble 
mother she was, and I love tor do 


her honor on Mother’s Day. 


How fitting it is that on 
Mother’s Day all of us _ should 
turn afresh to our mother’s Sav- 
iour. If your mother knew the 
Lord Jesus and loved Him, then, 
oh, I plead with you for her and 
for the Saviour that you trust Him

With Promise

“Honor thy father and thy mother: 
be long upon the land which the Lord thy God giveth thee.” 


—Hxod. 20:12. 


The first commandment with 
promise is the fifth commandment 


|in the Decalog so familiar to most 


of us. Exodus 20: 12 reads, ‘‘Honor 
thy father and thy mother: that 
thy days may be long upon the 
land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee.” When we come to 
Eph. 6:1-2, it is to discover an in- 
teresting comment, for we are 
told that this “is the first com- 
mandment with promise,’ and we 
might add that it is the only one 
of the Ten Commandments that 
contains a promise. As I have been 
meditating on this portion of the 
Word of God, it seems to afford 
a splendid Scriptural basis for a 
Mother’s Day sermon. In fact, 
the study of it has convinced me 
that we have in it the recognition 
of Father’s Day and Mother’s Day 
rolled into one. Embodied in the 
heart of the Ten Commandments, 
is the divine recognition of. that 
which is due our fathers and our 
mothers. 


To get this before us, let us stop 
for a moment and consider the 
Mosaic Covenant as a whole. This 
glorious covenant which God gave 
through His servant, Moses, con- 
sisted of three parts. The first was 
the Ten Commandments them- 
selves which expressed the right- 
eous will of God. Fhen came what 
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EW hen Jesus,

In II Timothy 1:10 you will find these words, “Our Sav-

. hath abolished death, and hath brought 


life and immortality to light through the gospel. 5 


The reason Jesus Christ means 
so much to the world is because 
He brought mankind a great new 
hope—the hope of life beyond the 
grave.

the Scriptures call “the judg- 
ments” which governed the social 
life of the nation and also its sani- 
tation problems.

Wanted: 300 People to Give $100 Each for 
Sword Building. Others Will Give from $1 to 
$1,000. Must Raise $44,000 By August 1

This August 1, the Sword of the 
Lord Foundation has obligated it- 
self to make the final payment of 
$44,000 in cash on Presbyterian 
Church Property in downtown 
Wheaton. The lot is approximately 
165x165. It contains the church 
building, the pastor’s home, and 
another large two-story building 
used now for Sunday School 
classes, kindergarten, etc., origin- 
ally a 10-room home, Our purpose 
is to use this site for a sub- 
stantial, roomy office building 
which will house all the offices of 
the Sword of the Lord Founda- 
tion. 


We first made a $5,000 pay- 
ment last fall. Then we raised, by 
the wonderful help of Christian 
people, $17,000, to be paid last 
January 1. It was a blessed an- 
swer to prayer. We agreed to pay 
the balance, a total of $44,000, 
August 1. The Presbyterian 
Church needs this money to use 
on their own new building, and 
we are to take possession of the 
property August 1. By our agree- 
ment, one-tenth of the total price 
($6,600) may be forfeited if we 
do not pay the $44,000 August 1. 
So to safeguard the property, to 
save definite loss, and for our own 
good” name, we must raise the 
$44,000 and pay it August 1. 

Our present buildings are in- 
adequate. Building Number One

x80’, common brick, with two 


:} stories and basement, on the back 


of the lot with an old residence 


lin front of it. It cost us $10,500. 


We fitted it un into usable office 
space during wartime. However, 
two years ago we found ourselves 
over-run, crowded out, and_ in 
October, 1952, we bought our 
second building, the former Sing- 
spiration building on Front Street 
in Wheaton. It is a much nicer

building, but smaller, on Front 
Street, on the other side of the 
block from our first building. Both 
buildings are now—full, the work 
is divided. The two buildings will 
not be adequate for the future, 
and there is constant hindrance 
because the office staffs are 
divided in two buildings. 

We plan to build an adequate 
office building on the new prop- 
erty and to save Building Number 
One, the old warehouse building, 
for shipping room, printing, store 
age, etc.

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Chapter Il 
The Conditions of Success 


I. The first condition of success in personal work, and in 
all soul-saving work, is a personal experimental knowledge of 


Jesus Christ as a Saviour. 
could say: 
“This is a 
worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into. the 
world to save sinners; of whom 
I. am. chief.”"—I. Tim. . 1:15, 
that he had power in bringing 
other men to that Saviour. It 1s 
the man who knows Jesus as his 
own Saviour, who will have a 
longing to bring others to this 
wonderful Saviour whom _he- has 
himself found; and it is the man 
who knows Jesus as his Saviour 
who will understand how to bring 
others to the Saviour whom he has 


found. There are many today who 
are trying to save others, who 
are not saved themselves. There 


are others, who, while they are 
probably saved men, have such a 
vague knowledge of Christ as 
their own Saviour, that they can 
not hope to make the way of sal- 
vation clear to others. 

A personal, experimental know- 
ledge of Jesus Christ as a Saviour 
includes three things: 

1. A knowledge that our own 
sins have been forgiven because 
Jesus bore them in His own body 
on the Cross: 

2. A knowledge that the risen 


Christ is delivering us daily from 
the power of Sin; 
3. An absolute surrender of our 


wills to Jesus Christ as our Lord 
and Master. 

Il. The second condition of suc- 
cess in personal work is really in- 
volved in the first, and is a life 
clean within and without. 

In II Timothy 2:21 we read, 


“If a man. therefore purge 
himself from these, he shall be 
a weneel be honour, sane¢tified, 

ral ‘ the master’s use, 
aa ode! unto every good 
work.” 
If a man is to be 
his life must be clean-=not~ only 
his outward life as the world 
sees it, but his inward secret life 
as it is known only to God and to 
himself. One who holds on to any 
sin of act or thought or affection 
cannot expect to have power with 
a holy God, and consequently can- 
not expect to have power for God. 
Many a man and woman of great 
natural gifts, and unusual know- 


used of God, 


It was because the Apostle Paul 


faithful saying, and 


ledge of the Bible, are trying to 
do work for God and meet with 
little or no success. People wonder 
why it is that their work is so 
deyoid. of results, but if we knew 
their secret life as God knows it, 
we would understand their fail- 
ure; there is sin before God. It 
has been often said, and well said 
that ‘‘God does not demand a 
beautiful vessel for His work, but 
He does demand a clean one.” 
Many are working on in disap- 
pointment and failure, working 
hard. but accomplishing nothing, 
because God sees sin in their inner 
life which they will not give up. 

Ill. The third condition of suc- 
cess in personal work is a@ sur- 
rendered life, a life wholly given 
up to God. Paul was mighty as a 
worker for Christ because he could 
say, 

“For to me to live is Christ.” 
The miracle of the five loaves 
and two fishes (Matt. 14:17-20) 
is deeply significant. The disciples 
said unto Jesus, “We have here 
but five loaves, and two fishes.” 
“He said, Bring them hither to 
me.’ We are told with a good 
deal of emphasis upon the defin- 
ite article, He “took the five 
loaves and the two fishes,”’ that is, 
He took all that they had. It was 
not much, but they brought it all. 
Then He blessed it and broke if. 
and there was an abundance for 
all. But if one of these insignifi- 
cant barley loaves had been kept 
back, or one of these little fishes, 
there would not have been enough 
to go around. 

We too, may not have much, it 
may be only five barley crackers 
and two little fishes, but if we 
will bring them all, absolutely’ all 
to Christ, He will take them, bless 
them and multiply them; but if 
we-hold back one cracker or one 
fish, He will not bless and mul- 
tiply. Here lies the secret of fail- 
ure in many a one who would 
work for Christ; there is one 
cracker kept back, or one little 
fish. We talk very lightly of abso- 
lute surrender to God, but it means 
more than most people who pro- 
fess it seem to realize. I would 
ask each reader of these pages, 
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have you brought all to Christ— 
absolutely all—absolutely ALL? 

IV. The one who. would have 
success in personal work must 
have @ deep realization that men 
out of Christ are lost. Jesus had 
this. He said, 

“Kor the Son of man is come 
to seek and to save that which 
was lost.’——Luke 19:10. 

When He Tooked upon men living 
in sin, He knew and realized the 
utter ruin of their condition. The 
same thing was true of Paul. We 


read in Acts 20:31 that he “ceased 


not to warn every one night and 
day with tears.” He knew that if 
one had not a saving knowledge 
of Jesus Christ, he was eternally 
lost. This overwhelming conviction 
that men and women out of Christ 
are eternally lost seems to be very 
rare in our day, and this is one 
great reason why so few have real 
power in soul winning. How can 
we get this realization? 


1. First of all, by studying what 
the Bible has to say about the 
present standing and condition and 
future destiny of those who are 
out of Christ. 


2. By believing what the Bible 
says upon these points without try- 
ing to tone it down, and make it 
fit in with the popular notions of 
the day. 


3. By dwelling upon these truths 
about the lost condition of men 
out of Christ until they take hold 
upon our hearts and we realize 
their meaning. These things are 
not pleasant to think about, but 
they are true, and we ought to 
think about them until our souls 
are on fire to save men from the 
awful condition of utter ruin in 
which they now are, and from the 
destiny of eternal shame and des- 
pair to which they are hurrying. 

V. The fifth condition of success 
in personal work is love. Nothing 
wins like love. In the first place it 
leads to untiring effort for the 
salvation of others. If I really love 
men, I cannot bear the thought 
that they should be lost forever, 
and I will be willing to work day 
and night to save them from such 
an awful destiny. 

In. the second place, love at- 
tracts others to us. There is no- 
thing so irresistible as love. It is 
Jesus Christ lifted up on the 
cross, a revelation of God’s love 
a and of His own love to man, that 
draws all men unto Him (John 12: 
32). Men will not put you off if 
they really believe that you love 
them, but they will never believe 
that you love them unless you 


really do. We need not only love}. 


to men, but love to Christ. 

It was the love of Christ that 
constrained Paul to his untiring 
efforts to bring men to a knowl- 
edge of Christ. The great-men and 
women of Christian history have 
been the men and women who 
have had a great love to Christ, 
men and women whose — hearts 
were all aglow with love to the 
glorious Son of God. 

But how can we get love? First 
of all, by dwelling upon Christ’s 
love to us. 

“We love Him, because He 
first loved us.’’—I John 4:19. 
We shall never appreciate Christ's 
love to us until we see it against 
the black background of our own 
Sin. It is the one who is forgiven 
much who loves much (Luke 7: 
47). The one who has never been 
brought to a deep realization of 
his own sinfulness before God will 
have no warmth of love to that 
Saviour who, by His own atoning 
death on the cross, redeemed him 
from the awful depth to which he 
had sunken. The Apostle Paul 
realized that he was the chief of 
sinners, and that Jesus loved him 
and gave Himself for him, so he 
was full of love to Jesus Christ. 

“This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners: of whom I am 
chief.”—I Tim. 1:15. 

“IT am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, 
but Christ liveth in me; and the 
life which I now live in the flesh 
I live by the faith of the Son 
of God, who loved me, and gave 
himself for me.’—Gal. 2:20. 


If we are to have love to Christ 
and love to men, the Holy Ghost 
must impart it. The first fruit of 
the Spirit is love: 

“But the fruit of the Spirit 
is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith.”— 
Gal, 5:22: 

If we will look to the Holy 


Spirit to do His whole work in our 


hearts, He will soon fill them with 


love to Christ and love to our fel- 
low-men, 

VI. The sixth condition of suc- 
cess in personal work is presever- 
ance. No work requires so much 
patience and perseverance as soul- 
winning. Men are not usually won 
to Christ in a day. You must hold 
on to men day after day, week 
after week, month after month, 
and if need be, year after year. 
You must not give them up even 
though you seem to make abso- 
luttely no headway at first, and 
even though you seem to do more 
harm than good. 

When you start out to lead a 
man to Christ, keep after that man 
until he is saved, no matter how 
long it takes. Study how to get 
at men who are unreachable. Men 
who cannot be reached in one way 
can in another. There are very 
few men in the world to whose 
hearts there is not an open door 
somewhere, if we will only search 
diligently until we find it. If we 
cannot get in at the door, perhaps 
we can break up the roof.and get 
in that way. Any one who wishes 
to win souls at the rate of one 
every fifteen minutes: better go 
into some other business. Take 
time; never give up; and do 
thorough work. 

I waited and watched fifteen 
long years to get my chance with 
one man. Never a day passed for 
all those fifteen years that I did 
not speak to God about that man. 
At last my chance came, and it 
was my privilege to lead him to 
Christ. He afterwards became a 
preacher of the Gospel, and is now 
in Heaven. I was with him the day 
before he died, and shall. never 
forget that day as long as I live. 
When you undertake to bring a 
man to Christ, never give up. 

VII. The seventh condition of 
success in personal work is a 
practical knowledge of the Bible. 

“Every Scripture inspired of 
God is also profitable for teach- 
ing, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction which is in right- 
eousness: that the man of God 
may be complete, furnished 
completely unto every good 

work.”—II Tim. 3:16, 17, R. V. 
In the Bible is all the truth we 
need in dealing with men. The 
Word of God is the only instru- 
ment that God has appointed for 
the salvation of men, and the only 
instrument He honors is the Word. 
It is the Word that produces con- 
viction of sin. It is the Word that 
regenerates. It is the Word that 
produces faith: 


“Now’when' they heard this, 
they were pricked in their 
heart, and said unto Peter and 
the rest of the apostles, Men 
and brethren, what shall we 
do?”’—Acts 2:37. 

“Being born again, not of.cor- 
ruptible: seed but of incorrup- 


tible, by the word of = God, 
which liveth and abideth for 
ever,’ —I Pet. 1:23. 

“So then faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God.”—Rom. 10:17. 

If then we are to be used in 


soul winning, we must know the 
Bible. There are five texts. that 
ought to sink deep into the heart 
of every personal worker. They 
are: 

1. “So then faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by _ the 
word of God.’—Rom. 10:17. 

2. “The seed is the word of 
God,”’—Luke 8:11, last clause. 

3. “Being born again, not of 
corruptible seed, but of incor- 
ruptible, by the word of God,| 
which liveth and abideth for’ 
ever.’—I Pet. 1:23. 

4. “And take the helmet of 
salvation, and the sword of the 
Spirit, which is the word of 
God.”—Eph. 6:17. 

5. “Is not my word like as a 
fire? saith the Lord; and like 
a hammer that breaketh. the 
rock in pieces?”—Jer. 23:29. 

The personal worker who depends 
upon any other instrument than 
the Word of God is doomed to 


failure. But we must have a prac- 


tical knowledge of the Bible, that 
is, we must know how to use it 
for definite results. A great many 
men have a large. theoretical 
knowledge of the Bible, but no 
»~ractical knowledge. They do not 
know how to use the Bible so as 
to accomplish anything definite by 
its use. 

In an inquiry meeting one even- 
ing, I asked one of the best Bible 
scholars in America to speak to 
an inquirer and show her the wav 
Xf life, and he whispered in my 
ear, “I don’t know how to do

Saviour who 
meets their need. | : 
3. A knewledge of how to use 
the Bible so as to show men how 
to make Jesus their own ‘Saviour. 

4. A knowledge of how to use 
the Bible so as to meet the dif- 
ficulties that stand in the way of 
their accepting Christ. 

A large part of the following 
pages will be devoted to imparting 
this particular kind of Bible know- 
ledge. 

VIH. The eighth condition of 
success in personal work is prayer. 
God honors prayer. In nothing 
does He honor it more than in the 
matter of soul winning. The one 
who is to be much used of God 
in soul winning, must spend much 
time in prayer. There are four 
things for which we must es- 
pecially pray: 

1. We must ask God to bring to 
us, or us to, the’ right persons. 
We cannot speak with every onc. 

we attempt it, we will spend 
j}much time in speaking where we 
ean do no good, that we might 
have used in speaking where we 
could have accomplished some- 
thing for Christ. God alone knows 
the one to whom He intends us to 
speak, and we must ask Him to 
point him out to us, and expect 
Him to do it. 


“Then the Spirit said unto 
Philip, Go near, and join thy- 
self to this chariot.’’—Acts 8:29. 
2. We should ask God to give 

us the right message in each case 
where we do speak with any one. 
We can learn much by studying 
what is the right message for anv 
given class of men, but after all 
our study, we must look directly 
to God for the right message in 
each individual case. Many cases 
will baffle us, but no case will 
baffle God: We need and must 
have the direct guidance of the 
Holy Spirit

Dur- 
ing the weeks prior to the start 
of the Crusade, the religious Press 
gave strong support generally to 
the preparations then in progress. 
Since the opening of the Crusade, 
the religious Press has given vir- 
tually unanimous support and en- 
thusiastic endorsement of the Cru- 
sade. The following are exerpts 
from various religious publications, 
the issues often of different weeks, 
all relating to the Crusade, and 
all typical of the attitude of the 
religious Press of England. 


From the editorial column THE 
ENGLISH CHURCHMAN, issue 
of March 12, the following com- 
typica! of editorial com- 
ment in several newspapers: 

At Harringay Arena, thousands 
night after night are flocking to 
hear the Gospel preached by Dr. 
Billy Graham. Already there is 
evidence that the Spirit of God 
is at work, convicting, converting, 
regenerating. This great Crusade 
has called forth a wonderful unani- 
mity among Christians who nor- 
mally worship in their different 
ways. 

Front page headlines, and full 
page stories have characterized 
THE CHRISTIAN throughout the 
Crusade. Some of the headlines 
have read, GREATER LONDON’S 
BREATH OF REVIVAL and 
LONDON’S CRUSAD E—THE 
RISING TIDE. In the issue of 
March 12, under the heading AN 
UNPRECEDENTED WEEK AT 
HARRINGAY, the paper reports 
in part: 

Those ‘who have_ doubted 
whether Dr. Billy Graham’s type 
of evangelism would meet with 
the same interest and response in 
Britain as in America, received 
their answer last Saturday even- 
ing when Dr. Graham stated that 
both in regard to the total at- 
tendance and the numbers of in- 
quirers who had come forward, he 
had known nothing to compare 
with -it during the first week of 
any .crusade he had led in_ the 
United States. 4 

For the firstseight days of meet- 
ings, the aggregate attendance 
reached 100,000 and over 2,000 in- 
quirers came forward for personal 
talks with counsellors...That 
there should be such interest in 
meetings devoted exclusively to 
the proclamation of the Gospel is 
puzzling to the Press and to the 
people outside the Churches; but 
those familiar with the Word of 
God and the ways of God know 
that He is working with His ser- 
vants and confirming their testi- 
mony with signs following. 

The CHRISTIAN HERALD, 
probably the largest circulated 
religious periodical in Britain, car- 
ried the headline BACK UP 
BILLY GRAHAM on the front 
page of the March 20 issue. The 
heading referred to an editorial 
by Dr. T. Wilkinson Riddle, who 
wrote in part: 

Now that I have had the privi- 
lege of meeting Dr. Graham and 
hearing him speak, I have no hesi- 
tation in giving three reasons why 
I propose to give him all the sup- 
port within my power. I am con- 
vinced that he is a sincere man 
of God whose only desire is to 
magnify Christ. 

First, I give my ungrudging sup- 
port to Dr. Graham’s Greater Lon- 
don Crusade because he is utterly

loyal to the Word of God. In the 
most literal sense he is a Bible 
Christian. Second, I give my sup- 
port to Dr. Graham because he 
seeks to help the clergy and the 
ministers, and to build up the 
churches. Third, there is not the 
Slightest doubt that Dr. Graham’s 
one passion in life is to be a chan- 
nel for winning men and women to 
the Lord Jesus Christ: 


In the CHRISTIAN HERALD 
we -shall continue to give him un- 
stinted cooperation and support. 
We offer our humble thanks to the 
great Head of the Church who has 
sent His servant to our shores, 
and we shall stand by him with 
all the means at our disposal. 


Another of the most widely cir- 
culated periodicals, THE SUNDAY 
COMPANION, is currently run- 
ning a serial form, a full-length 
feature story on Billy Graham as 
originally in_ the 
Houston PRESS, and by special 
arrangement with the Houston 
PRESS. 

A full page, front page editorial 
in the BRITISH WEEKLY, the 
issue of March 4, included the 


| following words: 


As one of those who two years 
ago deplored his coming, I can 
only say now that he may have 
been able to do a great deal for 
Britain. The task is to persuade 
men and women that Christ is 
their Lord. This man is doing it. 
Over recent years he appears to 
have grown in wisdom and in 
stature and in favour with God 
and man. I have no. doubt that 
greater things than have yet been 
done may well be done through 
Billy Graham. 

Isn’t the real question in the 
end, not, whether we can all, on 
all points, meet in Sweet and un- 
troubled agreement, but whether 
one of us is a man sent from God 
who can do for God what He has 
not called most of us to accom- 
plish. Is Billy Graham such a one? 
So help me, I cannot withhold 
the word that in my judgment, 
for whatever that may be worth, 
this is one such man. His appeal 
is to the people we have not been 
able to move. 

A bit apart from the religious 
Press, but related to it is a fea- 
ture. article in the SUNDAY 
CHRONICLE for March 14, in 
which Dr. Leslie Weatherhead 
writes under the heading THANK 
GOD FOR BILLY GRAHAM:

converts he is reaching. I want 
to thank God that he is succeed- 
ing where so many of us have 
failed. Let the critics go and listen 
without prejudice. 

God may use this man and his 
devoted team to do what nearly 
every thinking person knows needs 
doing more than anything else in 
this. spiritually hungry .and rest- 
less land; kindle. a revival that 
will sweep Britain and alter in- 
credibly the aspect of every grim 
problem that now affrights us. 

In its news story of the Crusade 
for the issue of March 18, the 
LIFE OF FAITH reported: 

Interest in the Campaign is 
phenomenal, surpassing all.« the 
expectations of the most sanguine. 
Leaders in all the Churches are 
visiting Harringay; several 
Bishops have attended the meet- 
ings, and many eminent’ Free 
Churchmen. For instance, the 
Council of the Baptist Union of 
Great Britain and Ireland met in 
London last week, and most of 
its members went to at least one 
meeting. Outside the Churches, the

Crusade is a common topic of con- 
versation—reference to it in var- 
ious B.B.C. programmes, for in- 
stance, have revealed that even 
those who have no sympathy are 
very much aware of the Crusade. 

All this is profoundly signifi- 
cant. Multitudes of people whom 
Evangelical Churches have 
tended:.t6 regard as unreachably 
indifferent, have evinced a sense 
of need; a desire for the voice of 
spiritual authority. Indeed, how 
to accommodate all who want to 
attend the meetings is a major 
problem. 


In the same issue, the LIFE OF 
FAITH comments editorially, 

The first two weeks of the 
Greater London Crusade have 
seen God working so mightily in 
the meetings at Harringay Arena, 
that all who are praying for this 
great evangelical witness are re- 
joicing in the wondrous answer 
to faith and prayer. As the new 
converts, with others who are re- 
sponding to the message daily, 
associate themselves with local 
churches throughout the metropo- 
lis, the repercussions will be pro- 
found. Churches will be rejoiced 
and quickened by this infusion of 
new life. Here is all the potential- 
ity of the spiritual awakening for 
which we long, sweeping through 
all the Churches, like a reviving 
breath from on high.

Men will learn the basic principles 
of carpentry, mechanical drawing, 
plumbing, electrical wiring, and 
foundation work, while the women 
study nutrition, meal planning 
and preparation, household man- 
agement, home furnishing, home 
nursing, and food preservation. 

Other courses for all students 
include such things as project 
promotion, establishment of 
church work, first aid, Bible, New 
Testament evangelism and com- 
parative religions. Four hours of 
practical Christian service will be 
required each week.

money. We regularly give larger 
books for the money than do other 
publishers, and in the nature of 
the case, we have a_ constant 
struggle.

Yet there 
are millions of Christian people 
in America who are not within 
reach of a Christian book store, 
so must order by mail. This de- 
partment has lost money every 
year for many years; yet we feel 
Wwe are doing a real service and 
that we ought to sell books by 
mail to individuals who are not 
near a good book store. 


But there are some fields be- 
sides free literature where we 
must definitely have help.

which God has led him to use 
some text of Scripture that he 
would not: otherwise have used, 
but which proved to be just the 
one needed. 


3. We must pray God to give 
power to that which He has given 
us to say. We need not only a 
message from God, but power 
from God to send the message 
home. Most workers have to learn 
this lesson by humiliating exper- 
iences. They sit down beside an 
unsaved person and reason, and 
plead, and bring forth texts from 
the Word of God, but the man 
does not accept Christ. At last it 
dawns upon them that they are 
trying to convert the man in their 
own strength, and they lift a short 
but humble prayer to God for His 
strength, and in a very little while 
this “very difficult case’ has set- 
tled the matter and is. rejoicing 
in Christ. 

4. We -must pray to God to 
carry on the work after we have 
done everything in our power, and 
our work has come to an end. 
After having done that which 


in any given instance, whatever 
may have been the apparent result 
of our work, whether successful 
or unsuccessful, we should def- 
initely commit the case to God in 
prayer. If there is anything the 
average worker in this hurrying 
age needs to have impressed upon 
him, it is the necessity of much 
prayer. By praying more, we will 
not work any less, and we will 
accomplish vastly more. 

IX. The ninth condition of suc- 
cess in personal work is the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost. In Acts 
1:8 we read, 

“But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you.”

Many in these days 
are trying to prove that there is 
no such thing as a special baptism 
with the Holy Spirit, but a candid 
and careful study of the Acts of 
the Apostles will show that there 
is. Very many in our day also 
know by blessed experience that 
the baptism with the Holy Spirit 
is a present day reality. One ounce 
of belieVing experience along this 
line is worth whole tons of unbe- 
lieving exegesis, no matter how 
subtle and learned it may be. 
There are thousands of men and 
women in this and other lands 
who have been brought out of a 
place of powerlessness into a place 
of power in the Lord’s service, 
through meeting the conditions 
plainly laid down in the Bible for 
receiving the Holy Ghost. This 
baptism with the Holy Spirit is 
for every child of God, and the 
one who would be largely used of 
God in personal work, must get 
it at any cost.

In their distress at contempor- 
ary religion they clutched at the 
hope that a similar man with a 
genius for the mass meeting will 
in 1954 set in train a similar de- 
velopment. 

In the March 26 issue of the 
same publication, the writer of 
the feature column, The Church 
Family was assigned the task of 
finding out why the people came 
to Harringay. In part the article 
said: 

There was no sweep of emotion, 
no tears, no hysteria. Billy Gra- 
ham is essentially a healthy young 
man. He has the engaging Ameri- 
ean habit of saying something far 
more shrewd and sensible than 
you had ever expected. You have 
heard the Scriptures explained 
just as clearly in your parish 
church, Sunday after Sunday, and 
I may say, just as eloquently. But 
there was a difference. 

After all, I didn’t find the an- 
swer as to what Billy Graham's 
audiences are seeking. I am quite 
sure that- part of it, at least, is 
a religion that speaks in terms 
of their own every-day life—not 
the every-day life of a long-ago 
agricultural civilization, but a life 
that consists of newspaper pub- 
licity, radio compears, canned 
music, standing in queues and fill- 
ing in forms. I am also sure that, 
whatever one thinks of the evan- 
gelist, the search for faith is real. 
T am not afraid to smile at the 
Americanisms of Billy Graham. 
But I would not dare to speak 
lightly of that cross-section of the 
public who swarm out to Har- 
ringay looking for God.

But it was not until the coming 
of Jesus that men were given a 
full and complete revelation of 
future bliss. Listen to Him as He 
speaks to His disciples, “In my

Hear Him as He speaks to 
Martha at the tomb of Lazarus: 
“T am the resurrection, and the 
life: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall 
he live: And whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die.” 
What a revelation! A deathless 
life.

scribed upon two tables of stone, 
which we will recall were broken, 
thus illustrating the impossibil- 
ity of man to keep the law of 
God. Then these commandments 
were rewritten and laid up for 
a memorial in the ark of the 
covenant. They were a continual 
testimony to the righteous char- 
acter of God. 

The particular commandment 
before us is indeed a command- 
ment of God. In its various aspects, 
we hear the ring of Mt. Sinai. It 
is an order issued to the people of 
God more than three thousand 
years ago, yet it is as practical 
and as vital for this day as when 
it was given. It is no mére human 
proposition. God Himself speaks 
in this edict and His voice is to 
be heeded. It has a blessed con- 
firmation in the New Testament. 
Jesus said, as recorded in Mark 
7:9-10, “And he said unto them, 
Full well ye reject the command- 
ment of God, that ye may keep 
your own tradition. For Moses 
said, Honor thy father and thy 
mother; and, Whoso curseth father 
or mother, let him die the death.” 
Our Saviour knew that this was 
“a commandment of God.” 

There is something intensely 
personal about this special com- 
mandment. In the few words 
which make up the sentence of 
which it is composed, there are 
five second-person pronouns. This 
is as significant as it is unusual. 
It is “thy father’ and “thy 
mother.” It is a direct and a per- 
sonal message to every one that 
reads or hears it. 

Who can read this familiar com- 
mandment without being im- 
pressed with the fact that God is 
mindful of father and .mother? 
The heavenly Parent knows the 
problems of the earthly one. It 
is truly beautiful the way in 
which it links father and mother 
together. They stand on the same 
level, and they stand as one. I 
have often heard missionaries tell 
stories of how women in pagan 
lands are hitched with a donkey 
to a plow, and how they are re- 
garded as being on a much lower 
level than their husbands. This 
blessed commandment puts father 
and mother side by side. It is the 
glory of our faith and we praise 
God for it. Here mother is 
crowned queen in the home. Here 
she is honored as in none of the 
pagan religious systems of the 
world. In this commandment, God 
is making it possible for parents 
to deal with their children under 
His authority and sanction. It also 
shows the parents how they must 
put honor upon themselves if they 
are to expect honor from their 
children. 

In this commandment, God re- 
veals how He is mindful of the 
children. This, too, is significant, 
for in the very day in which it was 
given children were not held in 
the esteem in which this com- 
mandment holds them. It was 
given of God for their welfare as 
well as for His glory. The divine 
Author said centuries later wher 
on the earth, “Suffer little child- 
ren, and forbid them not, to come 
unto me; for of such is the king- 
dom of heaven” (Matt. 19:14). 

The text of the commandment 
divides itself into four parts. Let 
us face them earnestly and ser- 
iously. First, we shall see 


Divine Responsibility 


This divine: responsibility is 


bound up in one word and that 
word is “honor.” Here is an ex- 
perience which is to be rendered 
daily. It must be continuous, not 
spasmodic and irregular. It is not 
left to the individual to carry out 
this commandment at his pleasure. 
God says in this that the child has 
a very decided responsibility to- 
ward the parent. 

What do we mean by “honor’’? 
All patriotic citizens honor the 


flag. We know what this means 
because as it passes us we stand 
at attention and remove our hats. 
We swell up with pride as we see 
it unfurled in the wind and we 
admire it. From week to week we 
see it as it stands in the pulpit 
alongside the flag that we call our 
Christian flag. What are we do- 
ing? The answer is simple. We 
are giving honor to the g. 
Rightly so, and we are to give 
honor to our parents. Genuine 
honor implies genuine respect. 
Perhaps the Chinese go too far in 
their respect for age, but certainly 
the Western world fails in many 
ways to go the proper distance. 


I like the attitude of a very 
prominent man who was intro- 
duced to a great gathering as a 
self-made man. As he got up to 
speak he said, “I was thinking 
that I really am not a self-made 
man. Yes, I recall how I went to 
work in a store when I was but 
ten years of age. But it was be- 
cause my mother thought I ought 
to have early in life an educating 
touch of business. I know how I 
loved to read as a growing boy 
and I devoured every book I could 
get my hands on. Yes, it was be- 
cause my mother led me to them 
and had me give accounts to her 
of all the books I read. Then there 
is the matter of my integrity. 
Perhaps some of you are saying 
that this is my own. I am not:so 
sure of. that. I remember once I 
had some apples to sell by the 
peck, and I was putting the poor

ones in the bottom of the measure 
and the fine ones on top. When my 
mother saw what I was doing, 
she gave me a talk that I haven't 
forgotten to this day. I am not 
a self-made man. I am convinced 
my mother made me what I am.” 
Possibly many of us, as we look 
back across the years, can say the 
same thing of our mothers. Surely 
to them we owe the profoundest 
of respect. 

The “honor” of this command- 
ment implies obedience. This is 
certain if we turn the pages of 
our Bible and see how honor 1s 
used upon other occasions. It 1s 
used of Jesus, “Honor the Son.” 
The Master declared, “I honor my, 
Father.” The prophet of old spoke 
+o the nation, calling upon the 
people, to honor the Lord with 
their substance. 

We may be inclined to ask— 
just how far shall this obedience 
extend? Ephesians 6:1 quickly sup- 
plies the answer, only “in the 
Lord.” This ig the limitation that 
God puts about all of His people, 
whether young or old. As I think 
of marriage, it must be ‘only in 
the Lord.” As I study my social 
connections they must be “only in 
the Lord.” The same divine limita- 
tion applies to my companions, 
“only in the Lord.” 

What a beautiful example our 
Saviour has given us. We all know 
how the Scriptures tell us that 
He was “born under the law.” And 
we know how He lived up to all 
the demands of the law even in 
the days of His extreme youth. He 
never failed in any respect nor 
did He miss a point. Only such 
a life is acceptable to God on a 
works basis: Luke 2:51 reminds us 
how Jesus was “subject unto 
them.” He never on any occasion 
treated His mother with disre- 
spect. Even in His dying agony 
upon the Cross we read, “When 
Jesus therefore saw his mother, 
and the disciple standing by, 
whom he loved, he saith unto 
his mother, Woman, behold thy 


‘son! Then saith he to the disciple, 


Behold thy mother! And from that 
hour that disciple took her unto 
his own home” (John 19:26,27). 

I have read how that in China 
on New Year’s morning every son 
takes a present to his parents, 
thanks them for what they have 
done for him in the past and 
prays for the continuance of their 
affection. How blessed for all of 
us to honor our fathers and 
mothers by expressing our love not 
once a year, not merely on 
Mother’s Day or Father’s Day, but 
on many days of the year! 

One of the tragic signs of the 
times as listed in II Timothy, the 
third chapter, is a growing dis- 
regard for parental authority. In 
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the second verse we read, “For 
men shall be lovers of their own 
selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to par- 
ents, unthankful, unholy.” It is 
the natural heart finding expres- 
sion in its rebellion against God. 
We hear much discussion in this 
day about children and young 
people. Some say they are Hell- 
bent and others deelare it is not 
so. When has the flesh been any 
other than Hell-bent? All need 
equally to be regenerated by the 
power of God’s Holy Spirit. Every 
child is a sinner in the eyes of 
God and not one ever got into 
Heaven by virtue of its sweet- 
ness or innocence. It is the blood 
of. Christ that avails, even for in- 
fants. 

Taking another look at the text, 
we see that it suggests a 


Divine Representation 


This is suggested in the words, 
“Thy father and thy mother.” As 
a rule, we think of this particular 
commandment as the first upon 
the second table of the law, the 
ten being divided into four and six. 
I am inclined to feel otherwise 
and have divided the ten equally, 
five on the first table of stone 
and five on the second. In a 
sense, the parents stand for God 
and to the child they take the 
place of the heavenly Parent. They 
are never represented as being on 
an equality with the child, but 
rather as in the place of God. 


Therefore, the first table deals 
with the duties which men owe 
to God; the second deals with 
duties which men owe to each 
other. This fifth commandment 
deals with the pertinent question 
of authority, the word which is a 
shibboleth upon the lips of many 
people today. It is generally un- 
derstood there can be no authority 
in the nation or between the na- 
tions unless there is authority in 
the home. Authority begins in 
the home for it is there that 
human beings have their first re- 
lationships in life. When home 
authority decays, all authority de- 
cays. 


As I think of this aspect of the 
fifth commandment, if we as par- 
ents want honor from our chil- 
dren, and if we stand before them 
as God, then we must be God-like 
and honorable. If we want their 
love, we must be loveable. Many 
a man has ruined the parable of 
the prodigal son so far as his 
own home was concerned for his 
conduct made the name of father 
a stench in the nostrils of his 
children. How essential it is that 
we teaeh them of the very One 
whose person we represent before 
their eyes and in their thinking! 
We must ever keep in mind that 
they will learn the ways of the 
world easily enough, and we must 
be diligent to point out to them 
early in their experience the 
ways of Heaven. 

Our responsibility to our chil- 
dren hasn’t ceased when we send 
them to Sunday School. Ours is 
to evangelize them and to teach 
them in the things of God’s Word. 
They need regeneration and no 
one is better qualified to lead 
them to the foot of the cross and 
to the great heart of the Saviour 
than the parent. 

The next phase of this blessed 
commandment suggests a 


Definite Reward 


This is seen in the statement, 
“That thy days may be long upon 
the land,” It is the only _ por- 
tion of the Decalog offering a re- 
ward to those who obey it. In 
Deuteronomy 5:16 there is an ex- 
pansion of the promise. It reads, 
“That it may be well with thee.” 
Here is indeed the blessedness of 
obedience. God actually makes 
national existence depend upon the 
purity of the home. Disobedience 
can only bring sorrow and ulti- 
mately death. 

During World War II many 
came to know the meaning of dim- 
outs. There is still a terrible dim- 
out of home influences prevailing. 
Dr. Dan Gilbert, an astute Wash- 
ington writer on religious and 
social affairs, in one of his book- 
lets published in wartime pre- 
sents the following facts: 

“Reeently-a large factory pro- 
ducing the instruments of war ad- 
vertised for more “workers. A 
farm worker, in the city on busi- 
ness, saw the newspaper adver- 


” 


tisement. He immediately applied 
for the job, thinking that it was 
his patriotic duty. But before he 
could be considered, the authori- 
ties required that he answer a 
number of questions. One question 
was, ‘What are you doing?’ ‘I am 
milking a string of cows,’ came 
his reply. Immediately the inter- 
view ended. He was told to go 
back and continue as a_ farm 
worker. “That is the biggest thing 
you can do for your country,’ he 
was counseled. A few hours later 
a woman applied for the same job. 
She, too, was questioned to deter- 
mine her availability. Had she 
been, working in another defense 
factory, probably she would have 
been allowed to change jobs. Had 
she been milking a herd of cows, 
She would have been sent back 
to the farm. But she was engaged 
in none of these operations. She 
was merely a homemaker—merely 
the mother of six children. With- 
out hesitation she was accepted 
for the position and went to work 
on the night shift, while her six 
young children were left to run 
the streets or suffer from neglect.” 


In commenting on this incident, 
Dr. William Ward Ayer, pastor 
of the Calvary Baptist Church of 
New York City, said, “I believe 
this situation could have been dup- 
licated* a thousand times in the 
conditions that prevail during the 
war crisis. Many attempts were 
made to ‘freeze’ people in their 
jobs and some attempts were suc- 
cessful and rightly so. While we 
were freezing people in their jobs, 
why did we not freeze mothers in 
the most important of all jobs, 
that of bringing up their children 
in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord? We played the fool in the 
name of war’s necessities!’ If our 
children are to live long and to 
enjoy what this commandment 
promises, they must have parents 
who will carry out the purposes 
of God, and parents whom they 
can obey and who will demand 
obedience. 


Finally we come to the 
Desired Realization 


This is expressed in the words, 
“The land which the Lord. thy 


” 


God giveth thee.” To enjoy this 
rich heritage of grace in all its 
fullness, it was necessary to walk 
in obedience both befcre God and 
toward His representatives, the 
parents. We must never get away 
from the fountainhead of true 
blessing. While we are His ‘chil- 
dren through the finished work 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and this 
relationship has been established 
forever, yet there are responsi- 


bilities to be met and duties to}. 


be carried out if we are to share 
the enjoyment of the relationship 
as established by His grace. 


I am reminded of the man who 
ever sought to keep before his 
mind the memory of what had 
been done for him, In a very low 
district in a great city a man 
stood in a wretched hovel. He was 
a rich man and well Known for 
his public work and his public 
service. He had spent much of his 
life in working for others and 
in seeking to help the needy. He 
was asked what he was doing in 
such a place. He said, “I come 
here once a year. In this doorway, 
which is now about ready _ to 
tumble down, I stood a child of 
nine years of age, and by my side 
were my little sister of four and 
my brother of six. I do not know 
who my father was, and I cannot 
remember my mother. We were 
left there, and I realized that we 
were alone in the world. As I 
stood in that doorway I repeated 
the only words I knew that had to 
do with God: ‘Our Father which 
art in heaven,’ and I walked out 
with my little sister and brother, 
without a farthing and without 
hope. Every one knows what I am 
now. My prayer, poor as it was, 
was answered and I come here 
every year lest I forget the love 
and goodness of God to me.”’ 


The love of God.is needed in the 
heart. Love is the fulfilling of the 
law. Only when it is shed abroad 
by the Holy Spirit through re- 
generation, can we be what God 
wants us to be. Lack of obedience 
shows need of love. The love of 
God in your heart and in mine 
can make us what we ought to 
be in relation to our fathers’ and 
mothers. 
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
